Hi all, 


As you might remember. I was looking to trade some stuff for a bug. 
Well, I found one and made the trade. A fellow here on the list had an 
old Vibroplex Original that he has nor used in years that he wanted to 
trade. Now my 38S is in great hands and he is happy burning up 30 meters 
QRp style. 

Getting to know how to use a bug is really weird after learing iambic 
squeeze keying. That is all I have ever done for the last 7 years or so. 
Granted, my speed is not what it should be having been on CW for that 
long, but what the heck, back to the bug. 

I unpacked it and inspected the prize. It is a grey based original and 
according to the research that I have done, it was made in the early 
60's in New York. It has some of the original screws replaced with 
common machine screws for the contact screws, and it had a lot of dust 
and crud on it. I soaked it with Simple Green for about a half hour and 
then took the tooth brush to it. It really cleaned up nice. Then started 
through the process of adjusting it according to the instructions from 
the army manual that I found on the Telegraph Office web page. It really 
does make a huge difference if the thing is adjusted right or not. After 
all of that and replacing one of the old common machine screws with a 
stainless one that I had laying around, I thought that I was ready to 
give it a try. Well, I hooked it up to the rig and a dummy load and all 
the rig did was key up. I checked the cord that I had made and it was 
ok. After looking at the bug for aminute and checking the wire posts 
with an ohm meter, I found that the insulating nylon washers under the 
dot and dash posts were missing. I found some fiber wahsers in the parts 


bin that would fit and threw them under the posts. Now I don't mean to 
leave you with the impression that the bug was not in good shape because 
it is for being almost 40 years old. It is shiny and none of the chrome 
or nickel sufaces are pitted and the grey base looks like new after a 
good cleaning. It just has had a few of the original parts repalced and 
are missing. Well, that was easy to £ix. A quick call to Vibroplex and 
all of the parts that I need to put it back in original order are on 
their way. At lease for now it is usable and I am really enjoying trying 
to learn how to use it. 

It will take a while. The first QSO was WE6W Ed and he was using a bug 
as well and we had fun. He sounds a whole lot better than I do. I have 
gotten quite a bit better and the only thing that still needs work are 
my dashes, but it does not sound any worse than my straight key! 

The very next QSO was a guy in Washington state that was using a bug 
that he got when he was 14 with lawn money. This may not seem like a big 
deal, but he was using the same type of bug that I had and he has been 
using it for 50 years! And he sounded a lot better than I did! He wanted 
to know why I had chosen to try the bug with all of the good paddles and 
keyers out there. 

Well, I am willing to try anything that will further my enjoyment of ham 
radio and especially CW. And I figure that I am putting a peice of 
history back on the air. The only thing that I would like to know and I 
will be finding out is who the original owner of the bug was as the 
gentleman that I got it from ( and he is really a gentleman!) is the 
second owner. 

If any of you ever have a chance to pickup a bug, give it a whirl. I do 
know that they are getting harder and harder to find and that the older 
ones that are out there are being bought up by collectors. I was lucky 
to find one that was not in pristine shape, but will be soon! I am just 
glad that there is another 38S on the air out there and that the bug 
that I have is being used again after sitting on a shelf for 15 years.

ARLBO19 Major changes in Field Day rules 


Some new rules go into effect this year for Field Day. The popular 
summertime operating event takes place each year on the fourth full 
weekend in June. This year, it will be June 27-28. 


A major change this year is the elimination of bonus-point credit 
for packet and VHF/UHF contacts. Field Day stations no longer will 
be allowed to count contacts via digipeaters, packet nodes, or 
similar arrangements. Class 2A and higher Field Day stations still 
may operate a ''free'' transmitter exclusively for VHF ox UHF 
operation (ie, above 50 MHz) without changing their basic entry 
classification, but not for bonus points. ‘'It's better than bonus 
points, and groups are likely to spend more time on VHF and UHF 
because of that,'' predicted ARRL Membership Services Manager Chuck 
Hutchinson, K8CH. As in the past, crossband and repeater contacts 
other than via satellite do not count for Field Day credit. 


Field Day stations now can earn point credit for digital (ie, 
non-CW) contacts on each band. The phone, CW, and non-CW digital 
segments are considered separate ''bands'' in the Field Day rules. 
This means, for example, that you now may work the same station for 
point credit on 40 meters three times: once on SSB, once on CW, and 
once on RTTY, packet, or one of the 'TOR modes. SSB contacts count 
one point, and CW and non-CW digital contacts count 2 points apiece, 
so adding non-CW digital capability presents a real opportunity to 
rack up substantial additional points. ''We're expecting an 
interesting year because of the digital modes,'' Hutchinson said. 


The complete, official Field Day rules will appear in the May 
edition of QST. Basic Field Day rules have remained unchanged for 
several years now. The new rules undoubtedly will generate a flurry 
of computerized contest logging program revisions as developers 
scramble to incorporate the changes into their software.

Paul, I'm sorry that you feel as you do. 


I dont believe that adding digital qsos to field day operations will 
necessarily increase qrm all that much in the cw subbands. First of all, 
many of those you now hear in rtty contests probably already participate 
in Field Day. It is no way clear that they will switch from SSB or cw to 
oerating rtty for any significant period of time. Also since Field Day 
is a rate contest where dx is not worth that much, you should expect to 
find minimal activity down in the rtty dx subband (er. cw subbands - 
HI). The time spent on rtty will likely be spent near 7080 or 14080 
where they know they will be able to find some quick contacts before 
they return to cw or ssb. 


As far as the scoring scheme, I doubt that ever had anything to do with 
skill required. Increased weighting for cw and now rtty contacts is 
given to encourage use of those modes by more participants during the 
contest. If additional points werent given for cw or rtty there would be 
less incentive for the various clubs, etc to operate those modes when 
they could be happy operating the entire contest on ssb. Also in the 
case of rtty, I think part of the rationale for scoring is to provide 
incentive for lugging additional equipment to the field as well as 
procuring additonal operators to use it.

Why would the arrl not like cw ? They spend alot of time trying to 
teach the world to use cw, ie, the wlaw code broadcasts. I think 
the point they are trying to make is that there are many people 
who want to use HF, but know squat about the code, and they feel 
that code reqs are too stringent. As far as operating modes are 
concerned, I have no problems with code reqs either way, except 
that I wouldn't want anyone who didn't know code to be using the 
cw segments of the band. For anything, including digital. In fact, 
I think that computer questions, questions about digi modes like 


ax25 should be included in the exam. And that incentive licensing 
should be in place for those who don't want to learn code as a 
means of upgrading. The 10 meter band is full of tech plus ops 
who had to learn the code at 5 wom. I think that maybe a slice of 
voice privs on the 80, 40, 20, and 15 meter bands would be a good 
idea, as long as they can pass a general written, and a 5 wpm 
code test. Of course, 25 or 50 mhz on these bands isn't alot to 
ask, or to give. It would allow people who don't want to progress 
any farther the opportunity to use voice, but restrict them as 
far as output and band segments are concerned. Like, 200 watts 
max on those bands too. 


For the people who do want to learn cw, of course, the bands would 
be wide open as far as the current upgrade scheme is concerned. 
Even though I'm still a tech plus, my biggest gripe is the crappy 
allotment of cw freqs on which to hone my skills as a cw op. 10 
meters isn't it, and there is little cw activity on there at all.

Before yelling about the Field Day rule changes, please look at last year's 
rules. 


Here's my summary of the changes. Feel free to correct me if I'm wrong. 


- You don't get the 100 points for making at least 5 VHF/UHF contacts (in 
addition to the point value of the contacts themselves) 


- You don't get the 100 points for making at least one packet contacts (in 
addition to the point value of the contacts themselves) 


- Packet contacts can only be station-to-station (can't use digis) 


- It isn't clear whether digital satellite contacts or the MIR digi will 
be allowed 


- You can work the same station in both CW and a non-CW digital mode on 
the same ham band. 


- Contact point value (1 for voice, 2 for digital/CW) is unchanged from 
previous years (Yep, RTTY/Packet always counted the same as CW...) 


We will have to wait until the actual rules come out to see what really 
has changed.
